“Peru Mestizo: The Creation of 
a New Race and Culture,” an art 
exhibit which celebrates the 500th 
Anniversary of the discovery of the 
Americas in 1992, will display the art 
and artists of that colonial kingdom 
in Vaughn Library and Learning 
Resources Center through April 21. 

The exhibit, located behind the 
stairwell, illustrates the unique blend 
of the Old and New World in the 
country during that time period. 
According to pamphlets in the library 
on the exhibit, paintings and art were 
important to the combining of the 
new society 

The paintings were used espe¬ 
cially because they could be under¬ 
stood by illiterate persons. Thus, the 
Spaniards and Europeans used the 

arts to teach the mestizos.

Most of the art on display, such 
as “Christ Carrying the Cross” and 
“Return from Egypt,” illustrates reli¬

gious concepts. This reoccurring 
theme results from the Spanish at¬ 
tempts to Christianize the colonies. 
Other religious displays include 
“Virgin and the Trinity,” “Heavenly 
and Earthly Trinity,” and the image 
of Mary in “Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion.” 

Although early paintings were 
influenced by Spanish and Italian 
artists, the native artists began show¬ 
ing a folkish touch, Dr. Mary Griz- 
zard of the University of New Mex¬ 
ico said. Traditions and emblems of 
the church were transformed with 
native ideas, she said. 

The paintings were not solely 
religious, Grizzard said, but artists 
also painted portraits, still-lifes, 
battle scenes, mythologies, allego¬ 
ries and landscapes. 

“Archangel with a Musket” 
captures some of the style worn at the 
viceregal court. According to re¬ 
ports, she said, the Viceroy’s body¬ 
guard of horsemen and infantry wore 
velvet coats laced with silver and 
gold shoes fastened with diamond or 
pearl buckles, with heels of silver. 

Other elegant clothing is dis¬ 
played by ‘The Exercise of Arms” 
and “Archangel with Column.” 

Photos of intricately designed 
cathedrals, mighty fortresses, beauti¬ 
ful landscapes and terraced farms on 
the Andes slopes give a feel for the 
diversity of the country, customs and 
traditions. 

Everyday activites can be seen 
in “Portrait of a Little Girl,” “San 
Isidro Labrador,” and “Indian Ca¬ 
cique in the Corpus Christi Proces- 
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sion.” 

The mestizos also develop their 
own blend of architecture which 
came to be known as mestizo ba¬ 
roque. This style is captured in pho¬ 
tos of the Church of Santiago and 
High Altar Nuestra Senora Del Ro- 
sarro. 

The exhibit, made available by 
the Texas Humanities Resource 
Center, is the second major exhibit 
this year. 

“We usually have 2-4 exhibits a 
year,” Library Services Director 
Johnnye Kennedy said. “We also 
have several in-house exhibits 
throughout the year.” 

Also, the idea for the educa¬ 
tional training program “Peru Mes¬ 
tizo”, which is scheduled for 8:30 
a.m.-4:30 p.m. April 8 in Jean 
Browne Theatre, began with the li¬ 
brary exhibit. 

“Foreign Language Coordinator 
John Hays’ imagination was sparked 
by our exhibit,” Kennedy said.

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DeBakey 
tells risks 

“Cure comes from knowing 
the specific cause,” Dr. Michael 
DeBakey said of heart disease at a 
press conference March 16 in the 
Pirtle Technology Center. 

“The medical profession 
doesn’t know what causes heart 
disease,” DeBakey said. “Until 
we know the specific cause, we 
can’t focus on a 100 percent cure. 

It is confusing for the public 
to be told one day that cholesterol 
causes heart disease and several 
weeks later be told that choles¬ 
terol doesn’t do that much dam¬ 
age, DeBakey said. 

“Cholesterol is a risk factor 
but doesn’t cause heart disease,” 
he said. 

"There’s a big difference 
between a risk factor and what 
causes disease,” DeBakey said. 
“A risk factor makes a person 
more vulnerable.” 

DeBakey’s team performs 
150 heart surgeries yearly in 
Houston.

Mayor visits class 

Mayor Bob Montgomery told a Texas government class taught by Jonell 
Pollardabout 1 ocal government and city improvements and encouraged stu¬ 
dents how to get involved in city affairs. 

The drugs in Tyler are, he said, “easy to get and hard to stop.” The city 
council is doing all it can to work with the city police department. 

When someone is picked up and put through the courts, sometimes it is not 
long before they are back on the streets. “We feel that we have made a dent. 
Our crime rate went down 10 percent last year,” he said. 

Other problems are streets and budget. “We’re always working on 
streets,” Montgomery said. Last year it was an estimated $45 million, $6 
million for street improvements, $2 million for parks and recreation and $11/ 
2 million for the Rose Garden Building. 

The mayor also discussed plans to improve parks and recreations which 
includes putting baseball and soccer fields in Lindsay Park. 


“I would like to feel that I have contributed something to the city,” 
Montgomery said of his non-paid position.
